DETAILED ACTION 

The applicant has canceled claim 1. 

Preliminary amendment field on 02/23/04 has been entered. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nobuyuki 
(DE0626748). 

3. As to claim 2, Nobuyuki discloses an angle sensor including a cylindrical magnet 
(31 , fig. 3, 4) fixed to a rotational member (32) and rotating with the rotation of the 
rotational member (32); a magnetoelectric conversion element (53, fig. 4) disposed in 
magnetic field generated by the magnet (31) and outputting an electric signal 
corresponding to the magnetic field; wherein a magnetic flux density distribution 
correction portion (31 , fig. 4) is formed on an outer circumferential surface of the magnet 
(31) (fig. 3 and 4). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

' (a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described ina printed " 

publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

5. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(a) as being anticipated by Wolfgang 
(DE1 003921 6). 

6. As to claim 2, Wolfgang discloses an angle sensor including a cylindrical magnet 
(2, fig. 1) fixed to a rotational member (10) and rotating with the rotation of the rotational 
member (10); a magnetoelectric conversion element (4) disposed in magnetic field 
generated by the magnet (2) and outputting an electric signal corresponding to the 
magnetic field; wherein a magnetic flux density distribution correction portion (3) is 
formed on an outer circumferential surface of the magnet (2) (fig. 3 and 4).
